Easing Up The Law. 

In the case of the cities of the 
Province the law is being relaxed, 
which requires that a sale must) 
be held each year of land that has 
fallen into the hands of the muni-| 
cipality, Urrough inability of the | 
owners to pay the taxes imposed | 
upon it. It is provided in the new | 
amendment that a municipality | 
may hold such land by paying the 
school taxes on it. 

The change is a radical de-' 
parture from the whole drift of, 
such legislation in the Province} 
during recent years. It is, in| 
fact, a reversal of policy, and 
indicates a tendency to revert to| 
normal. It may be supposed that 
this is only the beginning of the 
return movement, and that in 
course of time we will get back to 
something resembling the more 
merciful system of tax collection} 
that prevailed in former years. 

The tax collection law of Al- 
berta bas been severe, to the point 
of being drastic, As the law has 
stood property on which taxes 
were not paid in one year, was 
required to be put up for sale the 
following year. Obviously, that 
was giving the owner scant per- 
iod of grace, particularly at a) 
time when quick recovery of 
property-values was not to be 
looked for. 

This stringent law was adopted 
for a specifie purpose.
